COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

THE successful Comedy of Court and City commenced the perform- 
ances at this Theatre last night, and was as highly relished as on the first 
night of its representation. We were glad to see that Miss Cooper had 
resumed her part, which she performs with so much propriety and good 
sense. The acting of this amusing and elegantly appointed Comedy is, 
as we have said, beyond all praise, and the concluding dance by all the 
characters again elicited loud demonstrations of satisfaction, its effect 
being heightened by the splendid and appropriate dresses of the dra- 
matis persone. After the Comedy, a new Divertissement, in one short 
act, produced under the experienced direction of Mr. Oscar Byrne, 
was brought out with unqualified success. It is essentially a British 
Ballet in every respect, and we look upon it as having established the ca- 
pability of our native artists exclusively to produce and sustain a clever 
pantomimic performance without the aid of a single foreigner. The scene 
is laid in Scotland and affords a pleasing introduction of Scottish melodies 
selected with considerable tact. A Scotch lassie (Miss Ballin) is anxiously 
expecting the return of her sailor lover, (Mr. Gilbert) who agrees among 
his messmates tounship the wooden leg of a comrade and otherwise dis- 
figure himself to test the sincerity of his sweetheart’s affections, and to 
stake all his prize money upon the result. She looks in vain for the 
object of her love, scornfully rejecting the offer of the hand and proferred 
gold of one of his comrades, and finally rushes into the arms of her sup- 
posed maimed and disabled lover, who immediately doffs his disguise, and 
dances with “such skill and dexterity” as would perfectly convince the 
most sceptical of his soundness of wind and limb.’ A very pretty pas de 
deux between Mr. and Mrs. Gilbert, (Miss Ballin) elicited much appro- 
bation. Gilbert’s dancing though always characterized by force, vigour, 
and manliness, is deficient in that finished grace which is the true secret 
of perfection in this difficult act. As a pantomimist he is inferior to Mr. 
G. Ridgway, whose expressive action, which was so much admired in 
the last new Ballet, was not called forth last night. Mr. T. Ridgway 
acted a grotesque Scotch piper with remarkable comic effect. Miss Ballin 
danced and acted with grace and expression, and Master and Miss 
Marshall gave a pleasing pas de deux with great spirit. The whole Ballet 
was got up with great taste, and will form an agreeable feature in the 
evening’s performance. The Omnibus concluded. 

HAY-MARKET THEATRE.

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pay for entrée at a place of public amusement, at the rate of sixpence per 
head, common sense, conveyed in rational language and they will yawn, 
or what is more unpleasant hiss and hoot—but present them with a Drama 
wildly extravagant in incident and words, and then see how the gallery is 
ready to come down with applause—the more especially if the actors rant 
and roar. We visited the Queen’s Theatre the other evening, and ar- 
rived just in time to hear Mr. Moss in the character of a “ London 
Mechanic” utter the following passage from the new Drama— 
‘¢ Oh the drink, the horrid drink,” 

as he falls into a furnace. ‘The reader will excuse our detailing the other ’ 
incidents. We can only regret that Mr. James whose talents as a scene- 
painter are unrivalled, is compelled to give his audiences such trash, and 
that he is obliged to illustrate Mr. Taylor’s nonsense. A Farce by Mr. 
Somerset, entitled £10,000 a Year, has been produced, and we understand 
that Tom and Jerry is to be revived with every care and attention. Mr.
